In the city today to attend the ses- 
sions of the seventy-sixth anniversary 
of tho Baptist State convention, which 
was formally opened on Tuesday even- 
Ing. 
Great interest and enthusiasm 


has thus far been demonstrated in al 
the proceedings of the convention 
which promises to be the occasion of 
one of the most notable gatherings of 
clerics and laymen over neld in this 
city. 
This morning at 8 o'clock a 


short prayer service was held before 
the regular session. The women of 
the convention met In the dining room 
of the First Baptist church, and the 
men in Christ's Lutheran church. An 
hour later the convention assembled. 
A devotional service lasting half an 
hour was conducted by Rev. R. Rou(- 
ledge. 
Following this the report of 


the B. Y. P. U. board was presented 
by Rev. F. G. Kenny, of Indianapolis. 
The main feature o£ his report was 
that a man be engaged to give his en- 
tire time to B. Y. P. U. work through- 
out the state. The recommendation 
was unanimously adopted by the Bap- 
tist convention and the state board 
nsked to appoint such a man. 
After 


the discussion of this report an ad- 
dress on the work of the American 
Baptist Publication society was deliv- 
ered by Rev. A. E. Bolster, o£ Indian- 
apolis. His theme was "The Law of 
Publicity," which he found illustrated 
in the divine unfolding of the plan of 
redemption and in the method insti- 
tuted by Christ for the proclamation 
of the Gospel.

publicity to the facts of the Gospel is 
essentially the work of the publication 
society.

sage from Dr. Frederick E. Cook, the 
arctic explorer, since he started for 
the pole from a point north of Etah, 
on February 2Gth last, has been re- 
ceived In this city.

It was brought here by Rudolph 


Franke, who accompanied Dr. Cook 
on the- early stage .of his journey and 
who received it from the explorer by 
messengers whom he sent back to the 
winter base after he was well on his 
way to the farthest north.' 


The message was. written on March 


17th last, about three weeks' after Dr. 
Cook had started on the last stage of 
his journey. It was-dated "Polar Sea, 
North of Cape Hubbard," and said that 
up to that point everything had gone 
very well, although the weather was 
extremely cold. 
He was making a 


straight line for the pole at that time, 
he said, and expected to be back at 
the base late in May. 


"I am making a straight .-course for 


the pole," Dr. Cook wrote. "The boys 
are doing well and I have plenty of 
dogs. I hope to succeed. At any rate 
I shall make a desperate effort. While 
I expect to get back by the end of 
May, 
still I wish you to be ready to go 


to Acponie. the island of North Star, 
by the 5th of June, and if I am not 
back, to go home with' the whalers. I 
think, however, we will be back." 


Dr. Cook did not reach the base be- 


fore Farnke started for home and no 
word yet.has been received from him. 
Members of the Peary club have been 
considering for some time the advisa- 
bility of sending an expedition in 
search of Dr. Cook. He was the only 
white man In his expedition. He had 
a large company of Esquimaux and 
plenty of dogs. 


London, Oct. 14.—The Rome corres- 


pondent of the Globe quotes one of the 
leaders in the Albanian agitation for 
independence as saying that if Al- 
bania succeeded in becoming independ- 
ent it would be proposed to offer the 
crown of the new kingdom to the duke 
of the Abruzzi.

the duke's announcement to the royal 
family of the termination of his be- 
trothal and the text of the answer to 
Dowager Queen Margherita, In which 
she congratulated him on the out- 
come, are pure inventions. Not only 
the Italian government, but even the 
personal friends o£ King Victor Ernan- 
uel and the members of the royal fam- 
ily, know nothing of these alleged de- 
velopments.

of which is a regenerate life. 


"The second thing to be considered 


here is tha doctrine of the kingdom 
and the development of that doctrine 
Into a church. The doctrine of the 
kingdom is within the scope of the 
faith. On account of the character of 
the kingdom the church follows as a 
logical necessity, and the laws and 
ideals of the kingdom give form to the 
church. 
The church thus becomes 


the outward form of the kingdom as 
baptism is of faith. 


"As tho years go forward account 


must be taken of corruption in the 
church and the rise of denomination- 
allsm. The churches at first need no 
other name than that of Christian. The 
members are followers of the Christ. 
But the principles of the kingdom are 
repugnant to the natural heart, and 
in time the unregenerate element be- 
came predominant. The Roman Cath- 
olic church was the result. A few re- 
mained faithful and never became a 
part of the hierarchy. Their light is 
shining when the Reformation begins. 
Those who separated 
from Rome 


speedily organized about new centers. 
Thus began the denominationalism of 
our day, and thus names became nec- 
essary to designate Christians of dif- 
ferent views of doctrine.

nothing in a name beyond its sacred 
associations and because of these the
